hour of the session.

other from the cfifoets of the dry weather anc 
the high winds. It seems that in these fields 
the roller having pulverized the earth vet'} 
finely on the top, the soil has blown off, anc 
.in some instances left the wheat uncovered 
while in others it has carried a large portion 
of it out of the field. The earth is as dry 
as can be several inches below the surface 
and is blown into ridges in many cases 
where the roller has been used. 
On the

where no roller has been over the ground 
the earth is not blown off, but remains, anc 
ihe wheat has come up.

roller upon wheat fields, on our light prairii 
soils, is injurious.
